made public today. It informs lum 
of^ttoe action of the executive boards 
o£~ Districts 1, 7 and* 9 in calling a 
convention ami agreeing ^ to recom- 
onend unanimously i&he resumption 'of 
-wo^k and the submission 'of the dif- 
ferences between .the '^operators and 
tli0"minc;wprka's of the anthracite 
coal^nel'dfe".' to tlie> conifcnissioiv. 
The 


reply expresses confidence that the 
convention,1 -will agresHo tthe atbi- 
•tnvtion o/ ^Jhe "eminent and impartial 
men" chosen (by 'the president and 
expresses gratitude to the president 
for-nis patriotic efforts to bring- about 
ari honorable settlement , of the strike. 
The reply goes at length into th^ 
grievances of the miners and' con- 
cludes with the expression of the hope 
and belief that from this arbitration 
will come "a 'complete, satisfactory 
an'd; pemianent solution 
of 
the 


troubles ^tfliicli have vexed the an- 
thracite field from time immemorial.''

arbitrament tiie operators sougfat 
to hold you in part responsible for 
the very conditions whicli you were 
trying to remedy and' to instruct 
ycu as to your duties concerning 
them, Eight days later they again 
appeared before you^ dropping the 
common pleas 'judges *md ,propos- 
iiig to abide by the verdict of a 
tribunal appointed by you, but 
attempting to prescribe^ within 
fixed and narrow limits Iflie char- 
acter and vocation of the men you 
were to name.

vention to be held

theater here next Monday .for the 
purpose of considering the (accept- 
ance of the plan of arbitration sub- 
mitted by President Roosevelt. 


These meetings are 'being held in 


accordance with th*e call sent out yes- 
terdtay by three executive boards. 
There is nothing on the surface at 
this time to indicate that thfe arbi- 
tration scheme will not be accepted/ 
President Mitchell knows the senti- 
ment of the men and would not (have 
agreed to the proposition had he any 
doubt that a delegate convention 
would not ratify his action. 


> OBJECTIONS EXPECTED, 
There will be objection? raised on 


the floor of the convention to, certain 
ieatures'of the plan^ but1 they twill 
riot be of a serious nature, 
"It 


would be a remarkable body," said 
one union official,: "if eight 'hundred 
men in convention were of one tmind 
on tall features of this labor strug- 
gle," 


One of the many obstacles to 'be 


siirnlounted by the union is th'at of 
finding work Immediately for all the 
strikers. Every man wants 'has old 
place back, but as the companies Shave 
decided to take care pf 'all men who 
have stood by them during the strike, 
there will be some disappointments. 
This matter will be foug'ht out on the 
floor of the convention. 
Officers of 


the union confidently believe that it 
will be amicably 
adjusted. 
It is 


probable the delegates will decide to 
care*for 'all men <who are not given 
work at once. 


President Mitohell and the execu- 


tive boards 'of the tQiree anthracite 
districts, composed of the men wiio 
ordered1 tihe co&l 
strike last May, 


have Halted a delegate convention of 
striking miners which will\ fix the 
exact date of resumption. 


The thirty-seven members of the 


executive 'boards unanimously agreed 
willi 'Mitchell to-reoommend accept- 
ance of President Kcosevelt's com- 
mission of -arbitration and a return 


f^ork immediately* 
The convention will be held in this 


city 'lilonday. Probalbly mining will 
begin Wednesday or Thursday.

called^ into session. There was some 
opposition manifested in the meeting 
ig-aiust certain features of the arbi- 
tration pla<n> but after a full discus- 
sion of the ^ objectionable , parts a 
unanimous vote was taken to recom- 
mend to the convention the atcetpi- 
aixce of the proposition. 


President*Nicholls, of the First and 
argest district in the anthracite 
region, came*prepared^ to resist the 
acceptance of the terms pioppsed by 
;he operators. Mitchell told'hini and 
others without reserve every detail of 


conference-lie' had'with President 


Roosevelt and acquainted them with 
he advantages to be gained by the 
miners accepting the terms proposed 
by the president* He declared that 
he was ajbsohijely convinced that the 
president wouidjsee that they secured 
'air play and ne predicted that as a 
result of the concessions granted by 
the operators^fibie ^conditions ,_of ^ue 
anthracite coal 'mine workers would 
be improved many .degrees. 


Nicholls and some of his followers 


presented objections to the plan on 
the ground that the main purpose :f 
the strike was to secure recognition of 
the union. 


"If our union is not recognized 


now/' Nicholls is understood to have 
said, "it will not be recognized in the 
future. Every working man in this 
country has supported our fight upon 
the theory that we were defending 
and fighting for the vital principle of 
unionism. 
We should "make( every 


effort to gain that point aibove every- 
thing. It is the most important." 


A1TSWEKS ALL OBJECTIONS. 
Mitchell's reply in effect was that 


he recommended the calling of a con- 
vention of miners to consider tha 
proposition as speedily as possible on 
these grounds: 
; 


1. That the consent of the oper- 


ators to arbitrate was a victory.' 


\ That the union would, and, as a 


matter of fact, had already been rec- 
ognized by the president of the 
United States in sending for its of- 
ficials and submitting to them the 
plan of the opeiators. 


3. tThat the operators owed ,it to 


humanity to make some concessions 
toward settling the-strike as soon as 
possible* 
^ 


4. That the rights of the mine 


workers' union and non-union men 
alike would be respected in accol'd' 
ance with the wishes of President 
Roosevelt. 


Mitchell said that he had done 


bverything in his power to gain all 
the concessions demanded by the 
mine workers. He asked if there WPS 
any dissatisfaction, • intimating, if 
there was, his willingness to step 
aside and permit any other man to 
take up the work. This declaration 
diplomatically veiled, was rejected'at 
once, and, although there was consid- 
erable discussion over various poin;5 
jn the arbitration scheme, when the 
project of calling the convention was 
put to a vote it was carried unani- 
mously.

It is expected that some objections 


Avill be raised on tie floorfof the con- 
vention, but the onlcers are confident 
that the opposition will disappear 
when President Mitchell explains al 
the features of the modified proposi- 
tion to the delegates,

them to resume their business of 
mining and selling coal. The rec- 
ognition of our strength thus forced 
upon the operators by stern neces- 
sity we exult over, not in any nar- 
row spirit, but because we believe it 
marks a forward step toward a new 
era. Upon the foundations laid 
through war we are ready to jom 
with them in building for better; 
conditions and a long and lasting 
peace. The United Mine Workers, 
of America, since its organization 
in the anthracite field, has con- 
stantly sought to establish: 


First, fair wages and just condi- 


tions of labor, conditions just to 
both operators and miners. 
Wo 


have never made demands beyond 
the ability of the industry to pay 
on a basis of equitable division of 
profits between labor and capital. 


Second, amicable relations be- 


tween employers and employes, che 
latter speaking through their or- 
ganization, aud their organization 
aiding the companies in maintain- 
ing discipline, adjusting all diffi- 
culties by conciliatory methods, 
averting local strikes and lock- 
outs and securing stable and satis- 
factory conditions to the industry.

Our organization, by the same 


methods which we have proposed 
here, has secured just such rela- 
tions and just such results in the 
soft coal fields of the country. Or- 
ganization, like an individual, must 
stand upon what it has done and 
the life it has lived. 
We invire 


scrutiny aud investigation of our 
record and character. In the soft 
coal fields we have joint confer- 
ences with the operators and with 
them we adjust differences, we sign 
joint agreements, together we pre- 
serve discipline, settle disputes and 
maintain harmony and stability in 
the trade. We have asked the an- 
thracite operators to inquire of the 
soft coal operatois how well they 
are pleased with their business re- 
lations with us, whether or not we 
keep agreements and lender satis- 
factory seivice for wages paid to 
our members. 
One business man

Many soft coal operatois have pub- 
licly declaied that they would not 
dispense with our co-operation and

Upon 
our past record we are willing lo 
stand or fall. 
We have, time and 


time again, invited the anthracire 
operatois to adopt these business 
methods and to deal with us on this 
basis. Despite repeated rebuffs -A-e 
persisted, but they resented any at- 
tempt upon our part to organise 
their employes; they refused our 
overtuies for amicable discussion 
and possible satisfactory adjust- 
ment of wage differences in joint 
conference. 
They refused to have 


any dealings with their employes 
except as individuals; they refused 
concessions and refused arbitration; 
they put their backs against the 
wall of prejudice and their faces 
aibitrarily against progress; they 
thought themselves stronger than 
the great union principle which is 
making such strides throughout 
the world; that while combining 
their corporations and pooling their 
interests in hard and fast alliance, 
they 
could deny the men who 


worked for them the right to organ- 
ize and speak through their organ- 
ization. 


When the inevitable conflict came 


on they attempted to justify them- 
selves upon the false plea that ours 
is an irresponsible 
organizaion, 


when we demonstrated our responsi- 
bility an'd reliability they then as* 
serted that we were a lawless v>r 
ganization winch was dominating 
"by violence* 
When 
society at- 


tempted to inteifere to settle tae 
strike they declared their divinely 
appointed rigjht to be let alone. 
When representatives of national 
and state governments tiied to me- 
diate they resented such "meddling 
by politicians.'' 
But, thanks to 


you, Mr. President, and 
to the 


power of public opinion, they have 
been brought to a realization of 
the fact that the inteiests and wel- 
fare of the American people cannot 
be ignored with impunity.

A uniform divorce law for all the 


states will be a long time coming, 
doubtless, but that need not offer any 
serious interference to some reforms 
of 
the divorce laws of Indiana. 


When one marriage in every seven 
proves a failure sufficient to secure a 
decree of divorce in an Indiana court, 
it may be set down as a demonstrated 
fact that marriage is cheapened by 
the ease with which an annulment of 
it may 'be procured. Reform of the 
divorce laws and establishment of 
work houses for shiftless and brutul 
husbands will go very far to make 
marriage less a failure in Indiana 
than now seems to be the case.

It is protoaJbly without 
precedent that a labor leader has 
come out of a long and bitter strug- 
gle unscarred, but out of the great 
conflict just ended John Mitchell 
emerges a vastly greater man than 
when he went into the battle.

Replying thereto, I beg to inform

arrog'mice,- insult -xn'fi false witness 
from the same source. Our grati- 
tude is due to you and to the Amer- 
icnn pe'cple and the press v. ho have 
sup-porte'd you and us in the long 
struggle which we hcpe is HOY/ 
about to 'close. 
During nil these 


long months in which our motives 
have been impugned and our clim- 
•a'cters maliciously assiiiled we have 
refrained from saying any word 
or taking 'any action which would 
tend to rentier reconciliation more 
diincult, but na-w it becomes a duty 
to defend ourselves 
against t:ib 


slanders w'hich (have been heaped 
upon us and to proclaim thart we 
have from the first favored practi- 
cally the method which is now em- 
ployed to -break tho deadlock. 


If our proffer cf 'arbitration or 


impartial investigation liad been 
accepted.six months ago instead of 
now there need have been ivo strike. 
We h-.ive been as eager, Mr. .Presi- 
dent, to respond to the peopled 
demand for 'coal that during the 
progress of the 
strike we have 


more than oncj offered arbitration,

He declared that 
he was absolutely convinced that the 
president would see that they secured 
fair piny and he predicted that as n 
result of the concessions granted by 
the operators the conditions of tiio 
anthracite coal mine workers would 
be improved many degrees. 


Nicholls and some of his followers 


presented objections to the plan mi 
the ground that tho main purpose :f 
the strike wns to secure recognition c.f 
the union. 


"If our union is not recognizer! 


now," 
Nicholls is understood to have 


sniri, "it will not be recognized in tho 
future. Every working- man in this 
country has supported our fight upon 
tho theory that we were defending 
irnl fighting for the vital principle of 
unionism. 
We should mnke) every 


effort to gain that point above every- 
thing-. It is the most important." 


ArTSWEKS ALL OBJECTIONS. * 
Mitchell's reply in effect was thut 


he recommended the calling of a con- 
vention of miners to consider thi 
proposition as speedily as possible on 
these grounds: 


1. That the consent of the oper- 


ators to arbitrate was a victory. 


2. That the union would, and, as a 


matter of fact, had already been rec- 
ognized 
by the president of 
the 


United States in sending for its of- 
ficials and submitting to them tha 
plan of the operators. 


3. That til-.- operators owed it to 


humanity ;-o n.ike some concession? 
toward scttlhn: the strike as soon as 
possible. 


4. That the- rights of the mine 


workers' uniov. and non-union men 
alike would be respected in accord- 
ance with the A-ishcs of President 
Roosevelt. 


Mitchell said that he had done 


every thing hi his power to gain nil 
the concessions demanded by the 
mine workers. He asked if there WPS 
any dissatisfaction, intimating-, it 
'.here was, his willingness to step 
aside and permit any other man to 
take lip the work. This declaration, 
diplomatically veiled, was rejected at 
once, and, although there was consid- 
erable discussion over various points 
in the arbitration schome, when the 
project of calling the convention was 
put to a vote it was carried unani- 
mously. 


It is expected that some objections 


will be raised on the floor%of the con- 
vention, but the officers aro confident 
that the opposition will disappear 
when President Mitchell explains all 
Uie features of the modified proposi- 
tion to tho delegates.

Turner was also president-of the

curred, said that after the three hail 
seen in conference, Turner said: 
"Well, here's a check for $5,000." 
With that he put his hand in his 
pocket, flashed out a revolver and 
ired point-blank at Mallard. HamlU 
:on made a jump for Turner and 
grappled with him, but Turner suc- 
ceeded in turning -his revolver on 
Hamilton and killed him.
